the first witness in the opening day of the trial 
alleged that horrible atrocities were committed 
oo women by the accused men-—Lalmohon 
Mazumdar alias “ Dronachasja" Kali Kumar 
Chakraberaberty aléas Kala Chand Sadho and 
Pro:anna Mondal.. The prosecution is con- 
ducted by the Public Prosecutor, 

The alleged facts of the case are briefly as 
follows :~The accused Lalmohon Mazumdar 
and Prosanna Mazumdar and the mardered 
man, Ananda Mondal, or Jama, were the 
disciples of the accused Kala Chand Sadbu. 


Lalmuhon’s family fell ill of cholera, and the 
women of the family having great faith in the 
Sadhu Kala Chand implored him to save the 
girl, Kala Chand gave them assurance saying 
“no fear, mothers, 1 will kill Jama, there will 
be no death.” How Jama met his death and 
how the women were treated wis narrated by 
the witness Chandra Mohan Mazumdar aged 
17, though his evidence is somewhat difficult ta 
follaw. It would appear, however, that the ac- 
cused and Ananda were lodging at Lalmohon’s 
house and that on the evening of the tragedy 
all the men’ were collected inside, Suddenly, 
Prosanna caught hold of Ananda by the hair 
and threw him on the ground, face downwards. 
He then stretched a trident from the Sadhu, 
who was standing close by, and thrust it on 
Ananda’s neck, The others, including witness, 
fled to a hut a short distance away. Soon after, 
Prosanna entered followed by Ananda, who 
prostrated himself in front of the Sadbu Lafmo- 
hom asked the latter, "Is this the time," and 
the Sadhu, answering in the affirmative, 
Lalmohon took Ananda by the hair, while Pro- 
senna took up aknife, and as Ananda was ly- 
ing on his face Prosanna, putting a leg on 
Ananda’: back, lifted him slightly by the hair 
and thrust the knife in his throat. Lalmohon 
and Prosanna then carried the body away. 
The witness thereupon went away (othe house 
of one Mathur Mazumdar where he found the 
Sadhu sitting on the yround and Mathur’s wife 
and sister crying “ the annihilation of the world 
is coming.” Lalmohon, who wasin the yard, 
warned the women to stay inside the house. 
He and Prosanna then entered, the former cry: 
ing “You Saleetcome here naked and salute 
the Sadhu, otherwise | will put fire round you 
alland kill you.” A neighbour named Upen- 
dra Gohsal was brought in by Lalmobon, 
stripped, and made to salute the Sadhu. As he 
wis going the Bidbu pushed bim by the neck 
and told him (o bring the women of his house 
naked to salute him (the Sadbu) Witness 
was also told tobring his aunt, which he did, 
and Lalmohon went to his own house where 
‘also lived Rajani Mazumdar, to whom) Ananda 
was nagas (rerf), and brought Rajani’s 
wite and daughter and five other women. 
They, were taken to the verandah and ordered 
to.strip naked and salute the Sadhu. Being 


unwilling to do so, Prosanna and Lalmobon 


took their clothes away by force and Lalmoy 
hon's wife was treated in the sams way. After 
they had saluted the Sadhu they all went away 
except Lalmohon's wife, his sister and a sick 
girt named Sallabala, Prosanna then began 
to make a torch with a quilt blanket (belonging 
to Lalmohon's wife) and other bedding tied to 
the end of a straight bamboo. Somo*kerosine 
oil was poured upon the torch and lighted, 
Prdsanna appears then to have endeavoured to 
set fire to Rajafi? Mazumdar’s hut, but unsuc- 
cessfully. The women were again bronght opt 
into the yard, made to re-atrip and compelled 
to burn certain parts of their bodies with the 
torch. Lalmohon asked if he would have ta 
do the same thing with his wife, and the Sadhu

It was reported that the Russian 
fleet filled. with wounded had entered: the 
river, but a visit to ‘the Ove! dissipated 
that idea, The Ove! had called at Saigon 
in ‘order to coal; there were on board 
a number of sick, but the general condition of 
the staff and nurses was excellent, The Ore! 
was constructed mainly from French contribu: 
tions and theref re the interest of the French 
colony was correspondingly greater in the 
vessel, ae: : 
~ Some of our compatriots, remarks the inter. 
-viewer, have seen,the.Ore/ at Toulon, and they 
will understand that the vessel, ns a hospital 
ship, is thoroughly up to-date in every respect. 
On board, a French Jady who is acting as a 
nurse was met, and the result is that the French 
writer waxes enthusiastic .over the charms of, 
his fair country woman, She was irritated, it 
appeara, because she got undue prominence 
from the French press arid in accordance with 
het desire she js referred to as Mile. J. 

The Ore¢d is commanded by Commandant 
Moultanowski, a Caucasian, in whom was 
found all the benuties of the race, The. prin- 
cipal medical officer is Dr, Zachmatoff, assist- 
ed by Dr. Zagoriansky: Kissel, and there is also 
on board a French medics! man, Dr. Paris.

SLAVERY, IN SIAM, | . 
On the 7th inst, the Bangtoh Times gave 
particulars of two new laws of some importance 
to. this ‘Kingdom, Recognising that debt 
slavery, even ‘in the modified form that has 
been legal in Siam‘{or. a'number of years past, 
in an impediment'ta the progress of the coun- 
try, His Majesty has been pleased to enact a 
law which will presumably be the last required 
‘| on this subject--The’ new measure will gra- 
dually result ‘in the entire disapperance -of 
slavery from Siam, says the Zimes, since no- 
one can be born a slave, and no one not a 
slave at present can now be made a slave. 
The liabilities of the existing slaves can- 
not be increased, and are paid off at a 
fixed rate, What is new afd important 
in the ‘law is that no dne can any longer be 
made:a slave, since hitherto people, have 
constantly been accepting the position of debt 
slaves. It is not uicommon to find people 
who think that no law. will prevent. the con 
dnuance’ of this state-of things in Siam. But 
hitherto the buyer of a slave has got certain « 
legal rights for his money, ‘and be will think 
wwice before paying money for nothing, : The 
existing law as to the treatment of slaves is 
not by any means always observed; a still 
comman punishment for a slave is to be 
chained up; but on the whole they ace well . 
treated, just as wellas they will be wheb they 
are ordinary hiréd servants. ft is mot at al” 
on that ‘ground that this Jaw, which means the, 
final extinction of the institution, is, for be 
welcomed. the pla'i fact being, as stated in 
the preamble of ihe Act, that the existence of 
staves among the Thai is an impédiment to 
the progress of the:people as a whole,

A JAPANESE ON THE SITUATION, | 
A representative of this journal had a chat 
this morning with a Japanese gentleman whose 
retnarks should certainly carry considerable 
weight, In the course of conversation he said 
that one most impoftant question. at the pre- 
sent juncture is} How long are the Russians 
going to remain in this vicinity? Their pre- 
sence here «at this time is a menace to the 
world’s maritime trade, and it must be stopped. 
Ifthe fleet is to proceed towards Viadivostock 
then it is to the advantage of the Japanese to 
hotd their hand until the Russians approach 
Japanese waters so that the inevitable naval. 
battle may be fought as near home as possible, 
for many obvious reasons, nat the least being 
that fa decisive engagement took place in these 
waters it would undoubtedly have the.effect. of 
paralyzing the in‘ernational trade“ for which 
these waters are'the world’s highway, whereas 
iffought in Japanese waters the effect on the sea- 
horne trade would not be nearly so disastrous. 
'n his opinion the Japanese will not wait long, 
and ifthe Russians do not soon make ad stinct 
move totheir reported destination, Viadivosteck, 
Japan must destray the menace and attack 
them wherever they meet, and fight to a finish, 
While the Riissians might be superior nu- 
merically, be was confident that the Japanese 
hai the advantage in seamanship, speed, and 
better classes of vessels, He paid a tribute to 
the Russians, and said there could be no doubt 
they wefe very brave, but at the same time, 
while the Japanese were fighting from pure 
patrintism and innate love of country, which 
drew the whole army and.nayy (ogether as one 
man, what: weré the Russians fighting for?

TROPICAL MEDICINE, 
THR LAVERPOOL SCHOOL. 


Daily the conventional barriers between one 
science and another are bting broken down, 
Notably is this true in the case of metlicine, 
The “ British Medical Journal,” for instance, 
has lately published papers by Mr. Frederick 
Soddy, Sir William Ramsay's brilliant assistant 
on the, possible inhalation of radio-active gases 
in cases of pulmonary disease; und by Pro- 
fessor Kari Pearson on the statistics of anti- 
typhoid inoculation, Tropicil medicine, again, 
has lately disenvered the enormous importance 
of insects in the conveyance of disease, (It 
may be noted that bacteria are not insects, 
but unicellular vegeéad/e orgamisins.) Many 
bacteria and other immediate causes of 
disease are habitually conveyed from the 
sick to the sound by insects, The reader 
is familiar with the most celebrated care, 
which is that of malaria, and to which may be 
added yellow fever, sleeping-sickness, the 
tsetse-fly disease of horses, anthrax, and other 
maladies, including two which first’ led Sir 
Patrick Manson on the rightlrack in the dis- 
covery of the causation of malaria, The Livers 
pool School of Tropical Medicine, which leads 
the world on this subject, has now proved its 
right to thisclaim, and hay furnished ‘another 
instance of the alliance between the sciences, 
inappoiniing Mr Newstead, a pupil of the late 
Miss Eleanor Ormerod, the distinguished 
entomologist, a5 lecturer in economic en+ 
tomology and parasitelogy. Now that insects 
like the mosquito are found to be of such maliga 
importance inthe conditions of
